xx AUSTRALIA. 'IT SHOULD BE US': ABC PUSHES GOVERNMENT TO RECONSIDER 
$17 MILLION GRANT TO COMMERCIAL TV

The ABC has complained to the Morrison government about a plan to give 
$17 million to commercial television networks to bring Australian 
shows to the Pacific Islands, with the public broadcaster arguing it 
should receive the funding instead. 


Prime Minister Scott Morrison announced the three year, multi-million 
dollar funding initiative with FreeTV Australia in January and 
negotiations between the government and the commercial television 
group are underway.

FreeTV's members include Nine Entertainment Co, Network Ten and Seven 
West Media. Nine is the owner of this masthead. 


A media source close to the discussions said the government approached 
the industry group about the funding and that was not sought out by 
the commercial broadcasters. 


The Communications Department's incoming government brief, which was 
drafted during the caretaker period and publicly released on Friday, 
reveals the ABC "wrote to the department in February expressing 
concern regarding the program".

The program, called ‘Amplifying Australia's Voice', aims to bring 1000 
hours a year of television content until 2020 to broadcasters in the 
South Pacific to "promote Australia and our values and help balance an 
increasing regional media presence of other nations in our region". 


The television shows that will be included have not been decided yet, 
sources said. 


The ABC, which has part of its $1 billion annual budget frozen by the 
government, argues that providing programming to the Pacific Islands 
falls within its charter obligations. 


The ABC Charter specifically refers to transmitting to countries 
outside of Australia with news, current affairs, entertainment and 
cultural shows. 


This is to "encourage awareness of Australia and an international 
understanding of Australian attitudes on world affairs" and enable 
citizens living overseas to access the content, the charter says. 


Another concern, according to the handover documents, is that the 
program "pre-empts the outcomes of two reviews focusing on soft power 
and Australia’s media services in the Asia Pacific". The ABC pushed 
for more funding in these reviews. 


Last month, ABC managing director David Anderson told staff his 
preference was for the public broadcaster to expand its services into 
the Pacific region. The managing director said the government's 
position was "up in the air". 


"We think it should be us," he said. "We think we're best placed to 
expand any of those services through the Pacific region." 


The Turnbull government's 2018 budget imposed an indexation freeze, 
meaning there would be $84 million less funding than expected for the 
ABC under a forecast 3 per cent inflation rate. 


Mr Anderson has previously warned the freeze would result in 
"inevitable" cuts and puts pressure on the public broadcaster's staff 
and programming. 


In 2017 the ABC ceased broadcasting on older, shortwave radio 
frequencies in the Asia-Pacific region. At the time, the decision was 
met with an outcry from public broadcasting advocates and some tourism 
operators who said shortwave radio was essential for people travelling 
in remote areas or living in places without digital technology. 


The ABC insisted shortwave technology was out of date and the measure 


would save close to $2 million. 


An ABC spokesman said in a statement that the ABC had the 
infrastructure, expertise and reputation in the Pacific that "makes it 
best placed to deliver Australian media services to the region". 


"Existing legislation requires that Commonwealth-funded international 
broadcasting services must be provided by the ABC," the spokesman 
said. "The ABC looks forward to the release of the two reviews." 


Minister for Communications, Cyber Safety and the Arts Paul Fletcher 
said in a statement that the ABC, "already broadcasts internationally, 
as per its charter". 


FreelTV chief executive Bridget Fair said the group was working with 
the government on the final details. 


"We are delighted that the cultural value of commercial television 
content has been recognised through this process," Ms Fair said. 


The government's handover documents also flagged "sensitivities" with 
a $30 million grant to News Corp and Telstra's Foxtel from 2017 to 
2020 to increase the coverage of women’s and niche sport. 


"There have been concerns raised over the manner in which the 
government decided to award this grant to Fox Sports, and whether the 
money could have been provided to a different grant recipient (such as 
the Australian Broadcasting Corporation)," bureaucrats warned. 


An ABC spokesman said that if additional funding became available "we 
would look at whether that would allow the ABC to increase its 
commitment to sports coverage" and that it has been a broadcaster for 
the W League, WNBL and niche sports like lawn bowls. 


"We continue to provide coverage of a wide range of sports on radio 
through ABC Grandstand but budgetary constraints have meant that we 
have had to decrease television sports coverage over recent years."

weak to confirm language); after the news, some pop songs (Rick Astley 
- "Together Forever," etc.); cut off at 1141*, so closing down time 
does vary a lot; VOI reception, unlike yesterday, was extremely weak 
underneath NBC. Also heard NBC Madang (3260) today, so back to having 
two active 90m band PNG stations. Have for a long time now routinely 
checked this band for any new PNG activity, but now am only hearing 
Bougainville and Madang, so no really new sites reactivated. 


3325, NBC Bougainville (Maus Blong Sankamap), 1051-1128, July 9. 
Mostly monologues in Pidgin; some Pacific Islands music/singing; 1101, 
drums intro and news; heavy summertime QRN (static); no VOI QRM at 
all, which was heard later with just a carrier (a day with no audio).

Luis Roberto Marquez Pizano talks Colima and Mexico City radio with En 
Frecuencia 


Last week, when it was pointed out that XHTTT had left Capital Media's 
orbit and was holding a "name the station" contest, someone noticed 
that the imaging voice of the station was a certain Colima native: 
Luis Roberto Marquez Pizano "El Boy", most famously known as the 
promotional genius behind Mexico City's Radioactivo in the 90s and 
later as the founder of Pirata FM and the owner of two unbuilt social 
radio stations in Baja California Sur—ones that yours truly informed 
him he'd won. 


So I reached out to ask a few questions and actually got some other 
interesting stuff, too. Here's what he had to say. 


On Colima: 

En la 104.5 de Colima: la estacidén esta siendo operada por colimenses 
(es la Unica radio comercial hecha por locales, todas las demas son 
franquicias), su concepto es musica mezclada todo el dia, fiesta y 
alegria permanente. 


El Boy is correct: with the RadioLevy stations now being run by 
Audiorama, the newly independent XHTTT is the only locally run, 
non-franchise commercial station in town. It looks like the new XHTTT 
will be music-led with a high-energy music mix. (Their provisional 
name is 104.5 FM Pura Fiesta, I note...) 


On Mexico City 92.1: 


En 92.1 de la CDMX: la operara Grupo 7, propietario de la concesion, 
al recibir la estacién de manos de Radio Centro, que ya no pudo seguir 
rentandola debido a sus graves problemas de liquidez. Sera un concepto 
retro e innovador al mismo tiempo, dirigido creativamente por un 
servidor. Saldremos con el nuevo concepto el 1 de agosto. Al mismo 
tiempo y en la misma frecuencia, regresara un grande de las noticias 
en radio, que saliera durante el sexenio pasado de la radio de la 
ciudad. 


Well, that just got way more interesting! We already knew that Grupo 


Siete was taking back XHFO-FM, but we didn't know that El Boy was 
going to run XHFO, or that Grupo Siete does not plan to rent it out 
again! (We've heard a couple different versions: one report from Itzel 
Castanhares highlighted Javier Pérez de Anda,

— the newscast helmed by Pedro Ferriz de Con and financially backed by 

Raul Beyruti of GINgroup — would be on the new station. Central 

already airs on two other Grupo Siete outlets.) Marquez Pizano also 
promised the "return of a giant in radio news, that broadcast on 

Mexico City radio in the last sexenio". This could very well be Ferriz 

de Con, as he left Imagen Informativa in 2014.

With Imagen, he was the host of the morning edition of Imagen 
Informativa. 


As to the rest of the station, Marquez promises a "retro yet 
innovative concept" that will debut on August 1, along with the 
aforementioned newscast. 


On those BCS social stations: 


Well, I asked, but he didn't give me any information that I could make 
public. However, I do expect to see these stations on the air later 
this year, as we're already at 17 months since the first one was 
greenlit. The Marquez Pizano social stations are a pair of Class A 
outlets, XHBCPZ-FM 95.1 in La Paz and XHMPJ-FM 91.5 in San José del 
Cabo (Raymie, July 8, ibid.) 


Social Frequencies, Social Wolf | Part III: Meet Fundacion Educacional 
de Medios

For those who might be seeing this for the first time: a quick 
summary. This is my running series on a group of social station owners 
that I now call the PSR social wolfpack, for the key component that 
unites the whole story: a Guadalajara company called Partes y 
Servicios para Radiodifusion, S.A. de C.V. (now branding PSR 


Telecomunicaciones) . 


This social wolfpack is unique not just for its quantity of 
concessionaires and stations, now into double digits, but because of 
its involvement in American radio: there are many connections north of 
the border. One of the principals, José Antonio Aguilar Arellano, owns 
5 stations in Texas (and WBZQ in Huntington, Indiana), two of them as 
part of a company minority-owned by GlobalMedia (SLP) head Elias 
Navarro Paramo, and there is a San Antonio-area translator that seems 
to have a connection to a putative effort for GlobalMedia to expand 
into Texas. There was also a company known as Panther Communications, 
owned by José's brother Rafael (who also owns half of WBZQ), that 
briefly owned stations in Texas, Kentucky, Iowa and elsewhere—and that 
Iowa station appears to be barely hanging on to life.

With that out of the way, let's go to the new stuff. The IFT has 
uploaded membership information for two of the civil associations that 
I suspect to be part of the PSR social wolfpack. 


We're going to start with Fundacion Educacional de Medios. The three 
members of this AC, according to the IFT, are 


Adriana Berenice Fernandez Pimentel 
Eva Lilia Bush Ponce 
Efrain Obed Saillé Infhiguez 


This is the first time these full names have shown up in our 
investigation. Two of them are new people outright. 


The one we’ve met before is Adriana Fernandez. Until March, when the 
sale to Gape Group LLC xfinally*x consummated, her AF Group owned 
K281CB Laredo North, TX, the 104.1 FM station airing the NotiGAPE 
Nuevo Laredo for which there is no known program source. At the time, 
I wrote this: 


“AF is owned by and named for Adriana Fernandez, who has a mailing 

address in Indianapolis. In Indiana, Fernandez was associated with a 
company she founded in 2015 known as Nucleo Radio Border LLC, which 

was administratively dissolved last year.” 


In addition to K281CB, AF Group also owns K278CK in Hondo, TX, a 
115-watt San Antonio rimshot claiming to repeat Christian station 
KZIC. This is the first time that Fernandez has been definitively 
connected to PSR, though the ties to Indiana had already laid that 
out. 


Eva Lilia Bush Ponce is the easiest of the bunch to pick out because 
her family name is already a known quantity in the PSR social 
wolfpack. Jaime Bush Ponce is the Director General of PSR. 


Efrain Obed Saillé Ifiguez is also a new name. Sort of. Efrain, too, 
has tried his hand with the FCC; he applied for two FM radio stations 
in Cotulla and Presidio, Texas that went nowhere. But another person 
with the last name Saillé-—whom I suppose is his wife—had better luck 
in American radio. That would be Armida A. Saillé, who owns two 
translators in Abilene, Texas: K283CJ and K290BV. (Both are under 
silent STA, having allegedly lost their antenna site.) 


K283CJ is listed as retransmitting KAGT 90.5, an Air 1 transmitter. 
(The irony here is that the wife of one of the members of Fundacion 
Educacional de Medios owns a translator repeating a station owned by 
the Educational Media Foundation.) K290BV, when operating, relayed 
KGDL in Trent—one of José Aguilar Arellano’s La Mejor stations. 
(Curiously, according to KGDL's Facebook, management of this station 
is now handled by a Moreno Media Group, which appears to be the owner 
of a couple of local entertainment venues.) Saillé also owned a third 
translator in Kenedy-Karnes City, TX, that was sold to Siga 
Broadcasting Corporation in 2016. Siga owns several Spanish-language 
radio stations in Texas. 


With FEM out of the way, let's take a look at Radio de Ayuda, which is 
owned by people whose names are new to the wolfpack. 


It has two listed owners: Julio Alberto Cobos Bautista (known as 
Alberto Cobos) and Karen Ivette Cobos Bautista. They appear to be 
associated with a Guadalajara accounting firm, Castillo Ayala 
Contadores Publicos. There also appears to be a link between Cobos and 
a company called Goth Consultores. 


Unfortunately, finding information on the Cobos Bautista family is 
very difficult. However, PSR does seem to now have an explicit 
connection to Origen. We know this because their site recently 
updated, changing their logo (to one that looks more than a bit like 
the SPR) and adding “Origen Radio & Tv” as a client. (Also added: 
Radio Maria.) (Raymie, July 10, ibid.) 


The IFT almost awarded another new radio station on June 5. However, 
it's been held back for further analysis. 


The station is the LFRTV-era permit application from Promotora de 
Radiodifusién Voz de la Esperanza, A.C., for Nuevo Ideal, Durango. 


The only other highlight from June 5's IFT meeting transcript

is the last-minute item that caught my attention: the declaration of a 
continuity obligation for XEK.

I was home on 4 July (no, not because I was celebrating; we did that 3 
days earlier up here) so decided to record Voice of Nigeria on nominal 
11770 kHz to catch the sign-on and sign-off and the program content. 
The transmitter signed on at 1640 UT and English audio started a few 
seconds later with a program ("Africa Today") in progress. Fair to 
poor reception at first but later on at times reception quality was 
fairly good. Pretty well all talk programs such as "Beyond Bullets: 
Roadmap to Peace." It was mentioned for that program in particular 
that it is also carried on Armed Forces Radio, 107.7 FM in Abuja along 
with another station whose identity I didn't catch. 


Lots of public service announcements about Nigeria and Voice of 
Nigeria between program segments with mention of the VoN website 
http://www. von. gov.ng 

and the availability of the VoN app. When signal quality was good, the 
announcers were mostly understandable, with the accents not too heavy. 
Some of the IDs were hard to make out at times but in one case the 
frequency of 15120 kHz was mentioned. 


At 1800, the ID given was specifically for the English Service of the 
Voice of Nigeria. It's at 1800 that CRI starts up on 11775 for its 
two-hour German service to Europe. There was only slight QRM noticed 
from this transmission. 


Just before 1900, the English-speaking announcer said goodbye and 
mentioned that the Hausa-based service was coming up next. This turned 
out to be the Fulfulde or Fula service. The ID in Fulfulde is "Radio 
Konngol Naajeeiya." It sounded like "Radio Congo" to me so I had to 
look it up. At 2000, the Hausa service began, which has the ID "Muryar 
Najeriya." Both the Fulfulde and Hausa services were preceded by the 
drumming IS. The transmitter went off at 2058 a few seconds after the 
conclusion of the Hausa service (-- Richard Langley, July 6, WOR iog 
via WORLD OF RADIO 1990, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


11769.902 kHz Voice of Nigeria, Abuja, S=9 or -74dBm signal, at 1833

A new electronic warfare (EW) battalion has been formed in the 
composition of Western Military District's 20th Combined-Arms Army, 
the Military District reported on Tuesday [2 July]. 


"A separate electronic warfare battalion has been formed and has 
become part of a Western Military District combined-arms army. The 
battalion is the first in the Russian Armed Forces to be equipped with 
the Palantin system, the Military District reported. 


The subunits of the new military unit are quartered in Voronezh 
Region, a Western Military District spokesman stated. 


"The separate EW battalion is designed to coordinate with the Army 
Headquarters military command and control agencies to create effective 
electronic defence and countermeasures to technical reconnaissance 
systems", the report said. 


The Palantin EW system, which recently began to arrive in the Russian 
Army, is capable of "blinding" the enemy in the shortwave and 
ultra-shortwave bands, and also deprives him of cellular 
communications. 


On 10 June, a Western Military District Press Service spokesman 
reported that they are creating a new tank regiment in the composition 
of 20th Combined-Arms Army. "The new military unit will be formed 
based upon the separate tank battalion with deployment location in 
Smolensk Region. The regiment, based upon its designation, will 
strengthen the motorised rifle division's combat capabilities", the 
Western Military District reported at that time. 


They consider 20th Army to be the largest combined-arms formation in 
the Russian Armed Forces. The 20th Army Headquarters is located in 
Voronezh. The troops of 20th Combined-Arms Army are deployed in 
Voronezh, Kursk, Smolensk, and Bryansk Regions.

“Bunker-42 on Taganka” or, as it is called now, the Cold War Museum is 
a unique underground facility located in the center of Moscow at a 
depth of 65 meters. And he was one of the most secret military 
facilities of the USSR - the Reserve Command Point "Tagansky" or 
GO-42. 


Construction of the facility began in 1951 during the Cold War, when 
the threat of a nuclear war with the United States arose. The 
underground complex was built with the same equipment that was used in 
the construction of the subway. The tunnels of the complex are 
connected by two passages to the Moscow metro station “Taganskaya” of 
the ring metro line. The first turn was used to supply the object, it 
leads to the tunnel between the Kurskaya and Taganskaya metro 
stations, the second leads directly to the Taganskaya ring station to 
the technical premises. 


In 1956, the object with a total area of more than 7,000 square 
meters. was adopted by the state commission and transferred to the 
Ministry of Defense. The facility functioned as a reserve command post 
for long-range aviation headquarters. 24 hours at the facility were 
technical personnel and military personnel who were maintained in 
working condition communications equipment and life support systems. 
In addition to the long-range aviation headquarters, many other 
institutions worked in the bunker - central telegraph, radio studio, 
geodetic laboratory. 


In the 1960s, Bunker-42 was fully equipped with everything necessary 
in case of a nuclear strike. Stocks of products, fuel, systems of 
regeneration and air purification, two artesian wells with drinking 
water could provide combat duty of personnel for several months. 


In the mid-1970s, due to the accumulated technical problems 
(insufficient waterproofing, moral and physical obsolescence of 
generators and ventilation systems), a decision was made to 


reconstruct the object. However, by that time, tensions between the 
Soviet Union and the West had already subsided significantly, and in 
1995 the object was completely declassified. 


Currently, Bunker-42 can visit anyone. Group excursions are held in 
the bunker. The tour begins with the opening and closing of a sealed 
door weighing 2 tons. 


The excursion program includes not only the inspection of secret 
tunnels, but also provides an opportunity to be in the role of a 
Signalman, examine the Kalashnikov assault rifle, try on the general's 
uniform and the form of chemical protection of the USSR. 


Now, in Bunker-42, not only do sightseeing tours, if you are a 
thrill-seeker, then the Extreme tour will suit you. The route of this 
tour goes through inaccessible, dark and technological corridors. You 
will learn how the life support systems of the bunker work in 
peacetime and during a nuclear war. On the vast underground territory 
of Bunker-42, entertainment events, conferences, presentations are 
held, and in one of the compartments you can play airsoft in an 
atmospheric environment.

xx RUSSIA. On the outskirts of Novosibirsk, the very first in Siberia 
and the highest radio tower in the Novosibirsk region fell - 205 
meters of metal. 

She was even taller than the city tower! Everything took place under 
the strict control of police officers and specialists of the Russian 
television and radio network. For the latter, it is considered 
legendary, because it was thanks to the tower and its equipment at the 
top that the inhabitants of Siberia and the Far East could already 
listen to the radio from Moscow in the 1930s. 


Twice radio mast lured to her aircraft. In 1938, the corncob crashed 
into it due to the fact that the pilot had strayed off course, and in 
the winter of 1945, probably, the first major plane crash in 
Novosibirsk occurred. Airplane "Douglas" route Ulan Bator - 
Novosibirsk - Sverdlovsk. Thick fog when landing, the pilot apparently 
confused the tower’s lights with the landing signals of the airfield. 
When I realized that this was not an airfield, it was too late ... A 
sharp lapel did not help, and the wing of the plane touched one of the 
cables that held the mast. All 18 people died in the plane. 


The tower also suffered a lot. They decided to rebuild it - from 
wooden to metal, which pierced the sky on the outskirts of Novosibirsk 
in 1948. In the 90s, interest in radio began to fall, and there was 
little money left to maintain the equipment. In 2004, the equipment 
was removed, and the mast was suspended. 


All this time, she attracted both thrill-seekers and radio amateurs — 
connoisseurs, for whom the tower is a symbol of their other life. 
After 15 years, they decided to demolish the mast completely. Forever 
and ever. Leaving unprofitable and dangerous - near the village. To 
eliminate everything, they have thought over everything to the 
smallest detail - not an explosion, albeit a directional one, but an 
individual approach: they decided to cut off the pull cables in turn. 
One did not take into account - in those years they were built for 
centuries, and the mast stood only 61 years old. For several hours the 
tower did not want to fall. Broke down, but did not fall! Succumbed 
only after cutting the fifth cable. Now it is cut and sent to scrap.

*xk RUSSIA. CALENDAR - HISTORY OF DX-HOBBY AND RADIO 


Valery Aleksandrovich Korolev recalls: "How has our daily life changed 
from a torch to a TV! 


Until 1949, kerosene lamps illuminated the houses. There were 
seven-linear, ten-linear and “Kid” lamps. Darkness! Soot! And during 
the war, some even had no kerosene, so they sat with the splinter in 
the evening. Electricity Somovka Vorotynsky district of Nizhny 
Novgorod region, where I lived learned in 1949. 


There is an expression: “They barked at the bulb!”. So we can say this 


about us. Barked! They were afraid of electric current. Electricians 
were like gods. We, the young people, got used to it rather quickly, 
and the mother, until her death, was afraid of electricity. Now we are 
all electricians, everything is as it should be, but it was 
different." 


Radio. Until 1950, radios were extremely rare in rural areas. Young 
people, who studied in grades 9-10, tried to make detector receivers 
(with headphones!). I saw and listened to such a radio in 1948-49 in 
Fokine. Made Shisharin Alexander Vladimirovich (cousin). Curiosity! 
Progress! The miracle of radio engineering began to appear - radio 
receivers “Rodina”, “Belarus”, “Ukraine”. But they were few. They cost 
relatively expensive. And the farmers were not. They had teachers and 
retired military men. 


In the 50s began to radio Somovka. We bought radio products. They were 
first round, large, black (tolevye). They were called "sieve". Already 
after this began to appear. A radio with a player appeared in the late 
50s, but many were not affordable. Yes, and the gramophone! Who have 
they survived? To find! It was also a miracle of technology! Some 
fighters brought them from the "war". Slab records appeared in the 
stores, the gramophone needles were quickly blunt. If there is a 
party, phonograph - progress! The plates just listened. And then they 
became fashionable "dancing to the phonograph." Already later, they 
began to use amplifiers from players and shouted for a speaker-speaker 
("bell") on the entire street almost to the whole Somovka! 


How we rural inhabitants of Russia lagged behind the West! After all, 
it was all there at the beginning of the century. And household 
appliances, like a washing machine, a vacuum cleaner, began to appear 
in the countryside only in the 60s. Television! Curiosity! The first 
one appeared in Somovka probably in Vladimir Mikhailovich Piryakov in 
1966. Small black and white. Went to look at him like a curiosity. And 
already later - a washing machine (we bought the first one in 1969), a 
refrigerator (in 1971), a vacuum cleaner, etc.

WASHINGTON -- The United States Agency for Global Media, the 
government's foreign broadcast service, already struggling to clean 
house after a series of scandals last year at flagship operations like 
Voice of America and TV Marti, is now being rocked by two new cases 
that have raised further questions about its journalistic and 


financial management. 


In one, Tomas Regalado Jr., a reporter for TV Marti, which broadcasts 
into Cuba, and a cameraman for the network, Rodolfo Hernandez, were 
suspended amid allegations that they faked a mortar attack on Mr. 
Regalado during a broadcast from Managua, Nicaragua, last year. 


That incident surfaced only days after Haroon Ullah, the former chief 
strategy officer at the global media agency, which operates Marti and 
foreign-language networks around the world, pleaded guilty on June 27 
in federal court in Alexandria, Va., to stealing government property. 


A former deputy to the agency's chief executive, John Lansing, Mr. 
Ullah admitted to fleecing the government of $37,000 between February 
and October last year by claiming reimbursements for expensive hotels 
he did not book, double-billing the government for official travel and 
forging a doctor's note to allow him to fly business class. He faces 
up to 10 years in prison. 


The new problems are unrelated to each other; in the case of Mr. 
Ullah, the agency said its internal controls flagged the expense 
fraud. But along with many others over the past two years, the 
scandals have brought intensified scrutiny and criticism to the 
agency, formerly known as the Broadcasting Board of Governors. Created 
during World War II to be an objective, trusted source of information 
in nations where freedom of the press is under attack, the agency has 
3,500 journalists who reach more than 345 million people in 100 
countries each week. 


The United States Agency for Global Media initiated an investigation 
into the allegedly faked segment at TV Marti “immediately after these 
concerns about the footage in question were raised," the agency said 
in a statement. "As the agency has made clear, we have zero tolerance 
for failing to honor clear and universally accepted standards of 
professional journalism. We also owe it to all involved to conduct a 
thorough and clear investigation to get all of the facts." 


"I take seriously any breach of professional journalistic standards at 
any U.S.A.G.M. network. I have asked for a thorough and swift 
investigation," Mr. Lansing said in an emailed statement. "I expect 
all U.S.A.G.M. networks to adhere to truthfulness, fairness and 
accountability in their reporting." 


Mr. Regalado is the son of Tomas Regalado Sr., the director of the 
Office of Cuba Broadcasting, which oversees Radio and TV Marti. The 
senior Mr. Regalado was hired last year and said he would help raise 
the outlet's professional standards after it came to light that Marti 
had previously aired multiple broadcasts calling the financier and 


Democratic donor George Soros, a longtime opponent of 
authoritarianism, "a nonbelieving Jew of flexible morals" and other 
slurs. 


Results of an investigation into those broadcasts, released in May, 
found that "the video, radio and web content of Radio Television Marti 
falls far short" of the agency's ethical standards and stated mission 
and in a misguided way mixes propaganda with the foreign policy 
objectives of the United States. Several staff members and contractors 
were dismissed for their roles in the anti-Soros broadcast. 


The younger Mr. Regalado did not immediately return phone calls or 
respond to a text message seeking comment. Mr. Hernandez declined to 
comment, citing the investigation. The allegedly faked broadcast from 
Nicaragua has been removed from Marti's website.

Rare for the Trump era, the agency is still run by Obama-era 
executives, including Mr. Lansing, a journalist and former president 
of Scripps Networks, and Amanda Bennett, a Pulitzer Prize-winning 
investigative reporter and editor who leads Voice of America. Mr. 


Trump has nominated his own choice to lead the agency -- Michael Pack, 
a conservative documentary filmmaker and associate of Stephen K. 
Bannon, the president's former strategist -- but the nomination awaits 


a vote in the Senate. 


The Regalado family is active in Florida politics. The elder Mr. 
Regalado is a former Spanish-language journalist and mayor of Miami. 
He said in an interview last year that he was recommended for the job 
by Senator Marco Rubio, Republican of Florida. The younger Mr. 
Regalado worked at Marti before his father took the job there. 


In a brief telephone interview, the senior Mr. Regalado said that he 
had raised questions about the appearance of nepotism before taking 
the top job at Marti. "Legal counsel said there is no issue because he 
was there before, and I would not ever be his supervisor," he said. 


Mr. Regalado declined to speak about the investigation, saying he had 
recused himself from it. He added that he planned to continue in his 
role at Marti. 


The disputed report from Nicaragua showed the younger Mr. Regalado 

reporting from a mostly empty street when a small explosion occurred 
behind him. Mr. Regalado's Facebook page displays an Instagram photo 
that appears to be from the Marti broadcast, saying it was taken "in 


the streets of Managua near the university after a mortar landed less 


than 2 feet away from me, shot by the rebels from the back of a make 
shift wall." 


Footage aired last week on the Spanish-language media outlet CiberCuba 
and others shows three young men, two of them with their faces 
obscured by a balaclava and a bandanna, placing a small explosive into 
a pipe and lighting its fuse. The camera follows the device as it arcs 
from the pipe and explodes with a small bang in an area behind Mr. 
Regalado, who then jogs forward. Laughter can be heard. Mr. Regalado's 
Facebook post and other materials were viewed by The New York Times. 


In December, the Agency for Global Media awarded Mr. Hernandez, a 
Cameraman with decades of experience, its David Burke Distinguished 
Journalism Award for "his intrepid determination and enthusiastic 
reporting from Colombia, Nicaragua" and other places. A videotaped 
tribute to Mr. Hernandez shows him traveling with Mr. Regalado, 
saying, "In Nicaragua, his reporting on the political demonstrations 
and government violence kept Cubans informed." 


Mr. Ullah, an expert in South Asia diplomacy, joined the agency in 
2017 from the State Department. He was hired by Mr. Lansing, who was 
appointed by President Barack Obama to lead the agency in 2015. 


Under Mr. Lansing's leadership, the agency has introduced new coverage 
of Russia and Iran, while working to counter a string of ethical 
scandals. 


Voice of America, the flagship of American government efforts to 
promote its values abroad, was shaken in October when 15 of its 
journalists were fired or disciplined after an internal investigation 
found they accepted "brown envelopes," or bribes, passed to them by a 
Nigerian official. 


Weeks later, Voice of America fired the chief of its Mandarin-language 
section after a billionaire Chinese exile who is championed by some on 
the American right and is known for making unsubstantiated charges 
against Beijing was promised a three-hour live broadcast.

"The world's most powerful radio station, 500,000-watt WBCQ in 
northern Maine" — interesting definition of "world": Anything east of 
the Atlantic, like 500 kW facilities with the same antenna model (and 
groups of them, not just a single one) in Germany, France and China, 
does not exist. 


And when disregarding the antenna model, it is only the most powerful 
station in Maine, and even this only because the 500 kW transmitter 
near Bangor, last known as WHRA, was closed and subsequently 
dismantled in 2009 (any information about the current use, if any, of 
the station building that is still there in the available images?). 
WHRI has also 500 kW transmitters and chances are that they could 
still run them at full power should they want to do so. 500 kW 
transmitters in disrepair still operational at WEWN, too.

Local ID at 0200 and then 
WLC Radio ID and into more English prophesy programming. Signal is 
peaking at 10 over S9 at the U. Twente SDR receiver and so-so here in 
NB in the shadow of the antenna (-- Richard Langley, ibid.) 


When checked again at 0250, signal level had dropped both here in NB 
and down to S7 peak at the U. Twente receiver. Change in antenna beam 
direction, backing off of transmitter power, or just propagation? (-- 
Richard Langley, ibid.) 


As noted by others, World's Last Chance 'booming' in (s9+15 -- not so 
booming as before, but I don't know where that antenna is pointed at 
the moment! ) 


@255 - English ID by Brit accented YL and mention of WBCQ 9330 etc. 
Then 'dramatic' music leading up to the ToH (I presume) -- I bet there 
are images to go with this for TV! [is there video?? - gh] 


I wonder if the lack of 'boomage' is because of directional aim? The 
signal appears more ‘clipped’ than the WBCQ re-runs aired during 
testing, but it is still a good 10 kHz wide, so nice sounding. 


Starting at 0259 the signal 'faded' (did they slew the antenna?) and 
down to S8 with peaks to S9+10 signal -- at times flirting with the 
band noise level, but the audio continued, and went to the same Brit 
accented YL introducing an OM reading from Genesis Chapter One. I 
guess they're starting from the beginning! ;) 


Does anyone know if they're running the 'schedule' that was publicized 
before? I seem to recall languages other than English predominated in 
the early UT hours, so I think maybe not. 73 (//Ken Zichi, in Central

I recorded 9330 for the afternoon and evening up to now. The strong 
signal came on suddenly at 23:22 with a WBCQ ID. I suspect this is 
when they switched over to the 500 kW sender. Non-stop music after 
that past 2335 (haven't listened to the mp3 past this). Super strong 
as usual (Walt Salmaniw, Victoria BC, 0322 July 9, ibid.)

Much 
weaker signal during Arabic eastward compared to English westward.

Red Apple Media, a subsidiary of Castimatidis’ Red Apple Group, bought 
the talk radio station from Cumulus Media Inc., and 

Catsimatidis, who owns supermarket chain. Gristedes is worth $3.1 
billion, according to Forbes. He is also the host of AM - 970 radio 
show “The Cats Roundtable.” “I grew up with WABC,” Catsimatidis told 
the New York Post. “It’s an iconic channel. We want to bring it back 
to being a great station.” 


He has no immediate plans to change WABC, however. “We plan to retain 
the excellent staff and talent working at the station now and look 
forward to working with them.” 


The Greek native also said he in on the prowl for more radio buys. 
“Have cheque book, will travel,” he quipped, adding that he is in 
discussions to buy other AM and FM stations, but would not disclose 
which ones. 


“I started a radio show five years ago which is now available in 14 
states and on the internet; it has gained a large and loyal audience,” 
the businessman boasted. 


The deal is expected to be finalised [sic] in the third quarter of 
2019. Cumulus has been trying to pare debt since emerging from its 
2017 Chapter 11 bankruptcy that was the result of a $5 billion buying 
spree from 1998 to 2013. 


Radio stations nationally have been under pressure due to podcasts, 
streaming audio and other newer rivals in recent years. 


“Consistent with our financial goals, we intend to use the sale’s net 
cash proceeds to pay down and invest in the company,” said Cumulus CEO 
Mary Berner. Cumulus recently sold New York's WPLJ 95.5 FM to 
Christian broadcaster Educational Media Foundation as part of a six 

- station $103.5 million deal. WPLJ signed off for the last time on 
May 30.

And I’ve already explained how Enid is the Wheat 
Capital, not little Wellington. 


Perhaps FCC has not been notified? There is nothing at AM Query about 
Facility 31895 being silent. At night it might as well be, with 0.001 
kW power. Long live KWKH! (Glenn Hauser, KS, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 1210, UT Fri July 5 at 0318 UT, Jim Bohannon show, soon 
breaking for an adstring, including AARP, MSF PSAs; Pace Publishing, 
babbel.com.

EUROPEAN TRIP - MAY 2019 


My wife and I hopped on a Princess cruiseliner in Ft. Lauderdale May 3 
and ended up in Athens on June 1. The ships used to provide you with 
real time geographic coordinates 24/7 on channel 35 - but not any 
more. Links include rare stations, some time pips and a few mysteries. 
Times are my local times since these are not extraordinary DX catches 
but rather stations you would probably also hear if you were in the 
same location. * = links included. Receiver was an XHDATA D-808. 


CROSSING THE ATLANTIC. Envision a path between Ft. Lauderdale and 
Ponta Delgada, Azores; that was our route. My first surprise, two days 
out, was WSDK-1550 [U4 5/2.4 kW Bloomfield CT] with a clear and strong 
ID at 9pm. The next evening, CBG-1400« [Gander NL] also at 9pm, and on 
the 7th, WEGP-1390 [U4 25/10 kW Presque Isle ME] with mention of a 
string of stations at 10pm. 


Many hets [carriers] were heard and it was fun seeing them turn in to 
the dominant signals. On the 4th and 5th nights out, hets were noted 
on 620 710 810 880 910 980 1090 1180 1190 1270 1340 and 1450. 


Conversely, NL audio was all over the dial. It was fun seeing them 

turn in to hets as we approached Portugal. Newfies heard on the 4th 

night include 570 590 620 640 650 710 740 750 800. The first non 

Jil-FM African heard was seemingly Ouled Fayet, Algeria on 1422x.

1341 identified as Star 
Radio rather than the listed Smooth Radio and featured English 
language hits. 729* is included because of its unusual time pips. In 
Mykonos there was no AM station using the tall tower. In Kerkira 
(Crete) there were two identical tall towers for 1008 kHz but they 
were very close together which presumably means they have a fat 
pattern - or maybe it’s a standby.

I would think that the route going from Florida to the Azores, passing 
due south of here at some point, would put you in range of a lot of 
Brazilian and other South American DX. While passing south of the New 
England states, the NYC and Boston 50 kW stations should be good at 
least 600 miles out on daytime groundwave though the Norfolk, VA area 
ones might even be better at that lower latitude. 


Many of the stations you picked up are semi-regular here, especially 
the higher power ones from Spain and Algeria. Greece is quite a bit 
tougher though from the eastern Mediterranean 864 Egypt often blasts, 
as on:

APRIL HONG KONG ULTRALIGHT DXPEDITION-- 774-1593 KHZ LOGGINGS & MP3'S 


This is the final group of Hong Kong loggings and MP3 recording links, 
finishing out a list of over 100 DX stations and many additional 
recordings. Highlights in this group were the four long range DX 
stations received by shoving a 7.5 inch loopstick CC Skywave SSB 
Ultralight outside a security window in a 12th floor apartment around 
sunrise (1413-BBC in Oman, 1413-Vesti FM in Moldova, 1431-Radio Sawa 
in Djibouti (east Africa) and 1548-TWR in Moldova) and clear 918-RNK 
(Kampuchea) sign on and sign off messages (2200 and 1700 UTC, 
respectively). 


DXing in Hong Kong was a wild and wacky activity, with a "perfect 
storm" of overcrowded beaches, overcrowded frequencies, mystery 
languages and prolific RFI. The only way to make any real progress was 
to take advantage of the extreme portability of the "supercharged" 
Ultralight, and head for daytime DXing trips to Macau, and HK's 
awesome Cape D'Aguilar. That plunging cliff alone was enough to 
inspire any DXer, with numerous S9+ signals from Taiwan over hundred 
of miles in bright daylight. 


Special thanks is in order to my Japanese DXing buddies Satoshi 
Miyauchi and Hiroyuki Okamura, who gave me an "intelligence list" of 
long range DX targets in eastern Europe, Africa and the Middle East to 
try for. Nobody was more astonished than me when a 7.5 inch loopstick 
Ultralight successfully tracked down four of them! As always, any 
comments or corrections are most welcome.

APRIL HONG KONG ULTRALIGHT DXPEDITION-- ALL LOGGINGS & MP3'S

Our trip to Hong Kong April 2-9 provided the chance to chase DX 

in one of the toughest environments on the planet. After 7 days of 
creative DXing 103 DX stations were received in Asia, Eastern Europe 
and Africa, including many which have never shown up here in North 
America. The great portability of the 7.5" loopstick CC Skywave SSB 
Ultralight was essential in getting away from RFI, overcrowded beaches 
and towering skyscrapers, which was the key to tracking down a good 
variety of DX despite the notoriously tough challenges. 


Thanks to all who provided assistance in identifying the stations and 
languages recorded during this trip, especially the Finnish DXers on 
Real DX like Mauno, Jari S. and Jari L. With 6 major Southeast Asian 
languages and 5 major Chinese dialects, chasing DX in Hong Kong will 
give any hobbyist a serious dose of humility!

ABOUT THE PRODUCT 


The Wellbrook Model ALA1530LN-2 and DX Engineering (Pixel/Inlogis) 
Model RF PRO-1B magnetic loops are both good amplified receive 
antennas. However, they are both expensive and difficult to connect to 
a transceiver lacking a separate receive-antenna input. At $345 and 
including transmit/receive switch, the W6LVP loop addresses both of 
these issues. Shipping the Wellbrook antenna from the UK to the US 
adds another $100. 


Extensive side-by-side testing of the Wellbrook, DX Engineering, and 
W6LVP receive loops was compiled using simultaneous WSPR 
signal-to-noise reception reports on all LF, MF, and HF amateur bands. 
In addition, extensive laboratory bench tests were also performed. In 
both test regimens, all three antennas performed very well and without 
significant difference. The W6LVP loop antenna system at $345 
including a transmit/receive antenna switch is the best value.

The W6LVP mag loop is a complete receive antenna system delivering 
top-of-the-line performance to amateur radio operators and SWLs. 

It is a 
great complement to small vertical or wire transmit antennas. You have 
a knob to turn up the power but don’t have one to turn up the received

I 
have received many requests for suggestions on which type of coaxial 
cable to use to connect the loop to the power inserter or T/R switch. 
When connecting a transmitter to an antenna, cable loss is very 
important. For connecting a receiver to a receive antenna, common mode 
pickup on the coaxial cable shield can add unwanted signals and noise. 
RG-11 is probably best but is a bit more expensive and stiffer. 
Quad-shield RG-6, which is designed for cable and satellite TV, works 
nearly as well but is normally sold with F connectors. Either of 
these cables can be purchased from MPD Digital in custom lengths with

Due to popular demand, free shipping to USA and Canada has been 
extended. Magnetic loop receive antennas are a great weapon in the 
fight against natural and man-made noise. W6LVP loops cover 2200 
through 10 meters (135 kHz through 30 MHz) with no tuning or 
adjustment. The Small 3 foot diameter loop is naturally stealthy for 
HOA challenges and a perfect complement for vertical and small wire 
transmit antennas. If your transceiver has a separate receive antenna 
input or you will be using the loop with a receiver, the version with 
power inserter is for you. For transceivers without a receive antenna 
input, the version with transmit/receive switch lets you connect to 
the receive loop and your transmit antenna. Contact me for specials 
and components. The W6LVP magnetic loop antenna and the KiwiSDR 
Internet connected SDR receiver are a perfect pairing (via July CIDX 
Messenger via DXLD) 


PHASING CAPABILITY FROM AN SDR CAPTURE 


If limited to live listening, the only advantage may be that "software 
phasing" could provide better tracking over a wider bandwidth than 
existing hardware phasers composed of inductors, capacitors, 
resistors, and transistors/IC's. The physical phaser might be set for 
a given delay or phase shift but that might not hold up as well (or 
amplitude / gain track as well) from 530 to 1710 kHz. Presumably if 
the software version is dialled up for a 90 ns delay and 2 dB gain 
delta antenna 1 versus 2, that relation will hold across the AM band. 
This would be most important with identical pattern and very similar 
gain antennas (e.g. two active whips or two same-orientation broadband 
loops) displaced a certain distance to form an array. 


When you have antennas that are different in some way, a null that 
holds up over multiple octaves of frequency range is going to be hard 
to establish either with software or hardware phasing. Presumably 
software phasing could be crafted to apply a gain / delay curve 
readable from / storeable to a data file I suppose but that isn't 
likely to show up in the first iteration of the technology. 


Even just having a diversity set-up without the phasing could be 
useful: you tune live or to a capture file and have Antenna 1 on the 
left headphone and 2 on the right ... or vice versa ... or mixed 

or just 1 to both headphones or 2 to both .. as selected from an 
on-screen menu. Listening to a crowded channel (e.g. graveyard) this 
way might help something pop to the surface that would otherwise be 
missed or ignored. The more different the two antennas, the "weirder" 
it gets. 


Many years ago I did a similar thing in Billerica, MA by feeding two 
opposite ends of the same Flag antenna to two Drake R8A's set up on 


the same frequency, mode, and bandwidth. The audio outputs from those 
were patched into a PC running Total Recorder so the northeast pick-up 
went to the left channel and the southwest to the right. Frequencies 
were chosen that had two completely different stations dominating on 
one side of the antenna versus the other. 1230 had WESX (then Salem, 
MA) and WNEB (Worcester, MA). 1490 had WHAV (Haverhill, MA) and WMRC 
(Milford, MA). Before the 'chowdanet' domain got blown up, I had the 
demo mp3's online. Sometime I'll upload those somewhere else. 


Any progress towards software phasing is good, especially with 
receivers that don't cost an arm and a leg. I do agree that 
after-the-fact phasing on capture files is the holy grail. Of course 
if it takes several days to go over the captures of a short DXpedition 
running one antenna input, just think how much more time you'll be 
spending per capture if you can rotate a null around the compass on 
each channel. Something to keep you busy well into when you are 
drooling into your soup at the nursing home (Mark Connelly, WA1ION 
South Yarmouth, MA, May 17, IRCA iog via DXLD) 


Their technical documentation about phasing is not clear. But they do 
make references to tuner architecture which would be relevant to live 
DXing but not recorded files. That doesn't mean it won't work on 
recorded files but so far the evidence is not in favor of it working 
on recorded files. A shame. Off the top of my head, I don't recall 
anyone that does phasing on recorded files. Anyone know of someone 
that does it? (Chuck Hutton, May 18, IRCA iog via DXLD)

reception from capture files is still on most of our wish lists. 


Moving the phasing from a box on the table to inside the radio is only 
slightly interesting if it still needs to happen in live listening

capability of phasing a "dual" SDR capture coming from SDRplay's dual 
receiver, the RSPduo, I finally had some news. Taking the opportunity 
of today's v1.32 release of SDRuno, which now includes the "Diversity" 
mode, I went asking again on the SDRplay FB page if Diversity mode 
works on recorded files? The answer indeed was NO. 


Andy from the development team at SDRplay wrote: 
- With the plugin API in 1.4 someone could write a plugin to do that, 
I would guess. I don't think we'll be making changes to the way the 


diversity system works - 


But he added minutes later: - Note that even if record the 2 streams, 
there is no way to play them back synchronously. There are no plans to 
be able to support that - 


Maybe a seed was planted, who knows? In the meantime, I apologize for 
the confusion and for any broken dream... (Sylvain Naud, ibid.) 


Since I already have the Perseus and Elad, I am unlikely to spring for 
another SDR unless it offers: 


* basic spec's (sensitivity, selectivity, overload / spur immunity) at 
least as good as the above 

* two antenna phasing and left channel / right channel diversity audio 
recovery both live and on capture files 

* intuitive and flexible software including scheduling functions 

* must allow >= 1.6 MHz width captures covering full medium wave band 
and (hopefully) an adjacent segment higher or lower: e.g. 150-1750 kHz 
(LW + MW), 450-2050 kHz (MW + 160m) 

* coverage above 30 MHz, e.g. through FM band or 2m ham, nice but not 
necessary 

x helpful if there are versions that work with Windows 7 and up, Apple 
OS's, Linux et al. 

* remote operation over web desirable though not mandatory; for 
placement flexibility it should operate via Wifi rather than Ethernet 
hard-wire to router 

* good manufacturer hardware and software support; helpful user groups 
* price under $2K US.

Yes, I missed out on many people who made radio observations of the 


eclipse, primarily because the observations were individual to each 
observer, and mostly ran along the lines that night-time conditions 
occurred during the eclipse, which has been known for the better part 
of one hundred years. As the original article was based on talk 

given at an IRCA convention, I mostly used examples from attendees at 
the convention for the anecdotal portion. 


My focus was to use SDR recordings that would allow a common focus 
from each site, and to archive those recordings so that any present 
or future propagation expert could use them for research. 
Incidentally, DXers can now also DX on those recordings if they so 
wish, as the archive is committed to be maintained for at least 20 
years (the Zenodo site is maintained by CERN, so it's not just an 
individual who will lose interest and let the site die). 


The take-away for me was that no radio monitoring was successfully 
preplanned for MW comparable to what Dr. Bamford did for the European 
1999 eclipse, and that what I tried to do was something equivalent 
using "found" data recorded by individuals for their own use. 


I hope that we can do better in 2024. best wishes, (Nick Hall-Patch,

CALIFORNIA EARTHQUAKES DISRUPTED HF PROPAGATION ON WEST COAST 
ARRL 07/08/2019 


British Columbia radio amateur Alex Schwarz, VE7DXW, said that an 
Independence Day magnitude 6.4 earthquake in California’s Mojave 
Desert and multiple aftershocks negatively affected HF propagation on 
the US west coast. Schwarz, who maintains the “RF Seismograph” 

http: //users.skynet.be/myspace/mdsr/index. html 

and has drawn a correlation between earthquake activity and HF band 
conditions, said the radio disruption began at around 1600 UT on July 
4, and continued into July 5. He said that on July 4, the blackout was 
total except for 20 meters, where conditions were “severely 
attenuated,” Schwarz said. The RF Seismograph also detected the 
magnitude 7.1 earthquake on July 6 in the same vicinity, Schwarz 
reported. The distance between the monitoring station in Vancouver, 
British Columbia, and that quake’s epicenter is 1,240 miles. 


“Things are back to normal after the strong quake, as far as the 
ionosphere is concerned, but the unrest has not stopped yet,” Schwarz 
told ARRL on July 8. “There were over 7,000 mostly small quakes, and 
these do not seem to have the energy to effect [sic] the ionosphere. 
We all hope that this will settle down soon.” Schwarz said the RF 
Seismometer detected a magnitude 6.9 earthquake in Indonesia. 


Over the holiday weekend, Schwarz had reported “a massive short-wave 


radio blackout” on the west coast. “It is not caused by the sun (the 
sun is quiet), but the field lines of the ‘quakes themselves,” he 
said. A magnitude 6.2 earthquake took place off Vancouver Island, 
British Columbia, on July 4. 


On July 6, Schwarz said, the RF Seismograph showed an increase in 
noise on 80 meters some 13 hours beforehand, as well as some 
propagation changes on 40 and 30 meters — low before the quake and 
increasing in its wake. Increases in noise on 15 and 10 meters were 
detected some 10 hours before the earthquake, diminishing about 3 
hours afterward. In addition, noise level and propagation changes on 
20 meters some 3 hours before the earthquake. 


Schwarz said larger quakes spur longer periods of 80-meter noise which 
cross the day/night boundary. “The difficulty is the 80 meter noise 
difference between day and night, which is hard to subtract from the 
graphs,” he added. With earthquakes of lesser magnitude (4.0 to 5.9), 
the RF Seismograph displays the rise and fall typically within daytime 
or nighttime propagation, making it more obvious. “The measurement on 
the other bands is more consistent, and the quake can have either an 
amplifying or attenuating effect on propagation,” Schwarz told ARRL. 


All of the earthquakes of the past few days occurred within a 
4-square-mile area in and around Ridgecrest in San Bernardino County. 
Several injuries were reported, along with property damage. ARES and 
the Sierra Amateur Radio Club (SARC) have actively supported 
communications during the earthquake swarm and magnitude 7.1 quake in 
and around Ridgecrest, in the Mojave Desert. “Many club members are 
busy collecting information, running an emergency net, as well as 
staffing a back-up communication van,” Mike Herr, WA6ARA, told ARRL on 
July 7. 


The RF Seismograph propagation tool employs an omnidirectional 
multiband antenna to monitor JT65 frequencies (+10 kHz) on 80, 40, 30, 
20, 15, and 10 meters. Recorders monitor the background noise and 
display the result in six color-coded, long-duration graphs displaying 
6 hours of scans. When signals are present on a band, its graph trace 
starts to resemble a series of vertical bars. 


The RF Seismograph recorded the magnitude 7.5 earthquake in Ecuador on 
February 22. Schwarz recounted that noise on 15 meters began to be 
visible about 1 hour before the quake; then, 2 hours after the quake 
released, 15 meters started to recover. It did not affect 80 meters. 


“The earthquakes show up as RF noise because of the electric field 
lines, now scientifically confirmed to change the way the ionosphere 
reflects RF,” Schwarz said. 


Schwarz has cited an article in the October 2018 edition of Scientific 
American, which, he says, explains the phenomenon. (See Erik Vance’s 
“Earthquakes in the sky,” Scientific American, October 2018, p. 44.)

The Scientific American article explores measurements in Japan and how 
earthquakes can create electric field lines that extend into the 
atmosphere. Schwarz said 171 earthquakes — all magnitude 6.0 events or 
greater — were studied, and only 15 of them had no RF noise associated 
with them.

NATURE ARTICLE SUGGEST A “GRAND SOLAR MINIMUM” LIES AHEAD

“Oscillations of the baseline of solar magnetic field and solar 
irradiance on a millennial timescale,” suggests that a “grand solar 
minimum” — similar to the legendary “Maunder Minimum” — is 
approaching, starting as early as next year and lasting for three 
solar cycles. That would be bad news for HF enthusiasts, who are 
already struggling with marginal conditions. 


As the paper’s abstract explains, “Recently discovered long-term 


oscillations of the solar background magnetic field associated with 
double dynamo waves generated in inner and outer layers of the Sun 
indicate that the solar activity is heading in the next three decades 
(2019-2055) to a Modern grand minimum similar to Maunder one.” 

As propagation buff and contester Frank Donovan, W3LPL, observed, 
“It's very uncertain if this forecast is correct, but as usual the 
forecasts of the next solar cycle are all over the map. Let’s hope 
these scientists are wrong.” (via Mike Terry, July 8, WOR iog via 
WORLD OF RADIO 1990, DXLD) 


Meanwhile, medium wave DXers in Europe who are keen to DX North 
America will be hoping the scientists are right (North American DX is 
generally best during solar minima). It all depends on your 
perspective (Ian Kelly, Tilehurst, Reading, England, UK, July 8, 
bdxc-news iog via DXLD) HH
